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Continuation of 13. Other: The claims as amended are still rejected by the same rejections, Stevens in view of Naiff, as set forth for claims 
5-9 in the final rejection. Using television signals to transmit computer signals is well known in the art as taught by Naiff because it enables 
a user to view a computer signal via a televison receiver. This increases the convenience of the system. For the same motivation, it would 
have been obvious to transmit the computer video signal of Stevens to a remote television receiver. Applicant fails to provide a convincing 
argument why the claim allowable over the prior art rejection. Arguing by deleting materials from the claims does not avoid the 103 
obviousness rejections. Applicant must provide evidence or argument why the invention is not obvious. 
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
